A T A l K ABOUT to t fALS AND MINERALS 


So m ething About T heir 1 UfPereuee*— Kust» 
of the F o rm e r. 
Professor Skidmore of Philadelphia, 
in a course « f laboratory lessons to su­ 
pervising principals and teachers of the 
Philadelphia public school» , t« >ok up the 
subject of metals recently . In the course 
oi his lecture he made some interesting 
remarks in reg ard to the distinction bo 
tween minerals and metals. 
It is not 
possible, he observed, to define exactly 
what a na tal is, y et there is little lia 
hility of mistake in disting uishing a 
metal fr« 111 a nornietal. 
The metallic 
properties « ¡f luster, toug hness, fusibili­ 
ty , opaquetu ss, co nductivity and rust 
may be possessed separately by no nmet­ 
als, but they arc not associated as they 
are w ith metals. 
Most metals may be 
bent, twisted, drawn and hammered to 
an extent far h« y « nd what any mineral 
not a metal could endure. 
Taking up the matter of tlie rusts of 
different metals, he showed by a series 
of interesting experiments that sodium, 
potassium, lithium and, in a lesser de- i 
g ive, calcium, strontium and barium 
rust instantly when exposed to moist I 
air, their white rusts quickly dissolv- . 
ing in water and forming alkalies. Otli J 
er experiments demonstrated the fact 
that another g roup of metals, in which 
are zinc, h ad. mag nesium and antimo- 1 
ny , have white rusts w hich arc not so l­ 
uble in water. 
These rusts form a thin j 
; adherent coating , which only half con j 
coals the metal and g ives to it a dull, 
tarnished appearance. 
It was shown 
that at hig her temperatures than the 
ordinary , and especially if the metals 
arc finely divided, tin* chemical energ y 
of rusting is so g reat that the metals ! 
burn w ith it vivid lig ht and emit a 
dense white smoke. 
The permanency of 
these rusts and their protective charac­ 
ter an* utilized in white paints.

SUGAR T R E E SAP.

There is much difference of opinion 
m to where the sap of the tree comes 
from. It do* s not come from the ground 
by the roots, but is in th«* tr**e and h a s 
b«*en all the winter, but in the form of 
starch deposited in the cells of the soft 
wood und* r the bark. When the weather 
becomes warm enough in the spring to 
set the vital processes in the tree into 
action, 
this starch 
is changed 
into 
sugar and the *• Us become so full of 
the s\v«‘* t sup as to exert a gr«*at pres­ 
sure on them. 
When the spring begins, the warmth 
of the sun starts this vital action and 
the sap circulates through tiie ctdls on 
the way to the buds, which w ill swell 
and soon burst into leaf. 
When the 
sugar maker taps th<* tre«*, the pressure 
of th«* sap on the cells forces it to exude 
and flow from the opening made into 
the sap wood. There is no special cur­ 
rent up from the roots or down to them; 
th«* tre** is simply filled with sap all 
through the sap wood, and mostly at 
that part of it which lies immediately 
under the bark, and where the new 
wood w ill soon be formed of the matter 
held in solution in the sap. 
The sap w ill flow while the ground is 
frozen, for it is tin* warmth in the air 
that causes the flow and not the action 
of the roots in the soil. Thus it is quite 
usele ss to spread any litter or other non­ 
conducting matter under the tree in the 
expectation that if the ground be kept 
frozen the budding w ill be d* laved. 
If 
this effect be desired the whole tree 
must be covered in and kept in a dor­ 
mant condition by a low temperature 
all over. Thus young trees may bo k« pt 
in cold storage for months, and ar«> so 
kept for shipment to Australia, where 
the seasons are «exactly the opposite of 
ours.— New York Times.

I do not know the new commander 
in chief of the English land forces. 
I 
saw him once or twice in my life, but 
this is many years ago, and in m ilitary 
matters of the magnitude involved in 
the supreme command of a great army 
I am afraid I should prove an incompe­ 
tent critic. 
But I believe to a great ex­ 
tent in physiognomy, and if Viscount 
Wolselev be not a very clever man he 
ought to bring an action for libel against 
his face, for he looks decidedly clever. 
If there were any doubt in my mind 
about his ability, it would be set at rest 
by the not very enthusiastic remarks in 
connection with his appointment I read 
in one or two French newspapers. "Y o u 
are an irritable people, envious, jealcus 
and proud to a degree,” said Bismarck 
to General rie Wimpffen on Sept. 1, 
1870. 
"Y o u are an irritable people, en 
vious, jealous and proud to a degree, ” 
he repeated. 
"Y o u were under the im­ 
pression that victory is an appendage 
which was exclusiv« ly reserved to you. 
Has the quarter of a century gone by 
since those words were uttered made a 
difference in that respect in the French 
people? 
I should not like to say. 
It may not be altogether uninterest­ 
ing to look at the two men against 
whom the English commander in chief 
w ill be pitted if a quarrel should ever 
unhappily break forth in Europe. I am 
alluding to the commanders in chief of 
the Russian and the French forces. 
The Russian army contains several 
men of unquestionable capacity , never 
theless, there appears to be a consensus 
of opinion that, in the event of war, 
with no matter whom, the supreme 
command would virtually devolve upon 
General Obroutcheff, to the exclusion 
even of General Kouropatkine. 
I say 
virtual command, for, nominally, young 
Nicholas would be at the head of his 
legions. 
Having declared myself at the outset 
incapable of judging the English com­ 
mander in chief from a m ilitary point 
of view, I am not going to stultify m y­ 
self by endeavoring to do this in the 
case of Obroutcheff. I only repeat what 
I have heard. 
U ntil very recently the 
chief of Vannowski’s staff and Aid-de- 
camp General Obroutcheff was, in spite 
of his recognized talents, looked askance 
at in Russian military circles. 
The 
epithet "red ” was invariably tacked to 
his name as late as 15 years ago, and 
the third section of the imperial chau- 
cellerie, without troubling to inquire 
into the matter, placed him on the list 
of "dangerous” men "to be watched 
very closely. " A note lik«* that from the 
Russian 
police 
becomes 
practically 
indelible, 
and, 
aid-de-camp 
general 
though ho was, not the slightest attempt 
was made to efface his name from the 
list. 
After his exploits on th** Danube 
Loris Melik» ff drew the attention of 
Alexander II to this apparently flagrant 
injustice, to this permanent insult The 
name was maintained on the list for 
all that, but the epithet was changed 
fr an "red '' into "w e ll meaning." 
Obroutcheff' has married a French­ 
woman, and is a declared partisan— or 
supposed to be— of an alliance with 
France. 
IB s views in that respect date 
from 1870, when ho was an obscure 
general. 
I repeat, about his abilities 
there is little or no doubt. 
After the 
first checks in the Turku-Russian cam­ 
paign he was sent in hot haste to the 
Danube, and lie is credited with having 
saved the Russian army from total de­ 
struction. 
Before that, though, he had 
already become the intimate friend cl 
the heir to the throne, and the friend­ 
ship) underwent no diminution during 
Alexander I l l ’s reign. 
Wherever the scene of the next Eu ­ 
ropean campaign of the French may be 
laid, General Felix Gustave Saussier, 
the present military governor of Paris, 
is beforehand designated as the leader. 
Kaus.-ier is close upion 70. 
In spite of 
Ins large size he is very active, but foi 
that >i ze he would give on** the idea of 
a inuusquetaire of the Louis X IV period 
dres>* d in modern uniform. There is no 
doubt about his value as a soldier, 
which does not always mean an equal 
value as a supreme commander, but it 
is fair to state that in the battles around 
Metz, a quarter of a century ago, he 
distinguished himself 
most signally. 
The famous infantry charge at ¡8t. Pri 
vat. which practically barred the prog- 
res> of the Germans on that side, was 
led by him. 
Saussier was one of the officers who 
signed the pr* test against the surrender 
* i Metz. Having refused to pledge him­ 
self not to serve again during the cam 
paign, he was sent as prisoner of war to 
Cologne. 
Nor would he give his prom 
ise not to escape, consequently lie was 
transported to a small town on the Vis­ 
tula (Grandenz, I believe), and abso­ 
lutely sequestrated— without effect, for 
he made his escape after all. 
He allowed Gambetta to remain ig­ 
norant of ail tins, us wadi as of his re­ 
publican origin, and the "great trib 
un.\" whose 
infallible 
instinct has 
been vaunted so much, <.mly looked upon 
¡Saussier as a colonel of the empire and 
treated him as such. 
After that Saus- 
si* r went once more to Algeria. 
Saus­ 
sier, I should say. has had more fight­ 
ing than any general in the French ar­ 
my, but it would be rash to say that 
this made him a strategist. 
A bril 
liant soldier he was iil id is still, in 
spate of his age, and as he was barely 
40 when France suffered her reverses 
he may have profited by them. To many 
in Fiance herself he is an unkn wn 
quantity. These are the two men a com­ 
parison with whom and Viscount Wols* 
ley it would be profitable to establish, 
but I mean a technical comparison —

Nets are made for various uses other 
than for fishing. They are made for use 
on horses, in laundries to hold collars 
and cuffs, for decorative purposes, fur 
lawn tennis, and all sorts (if backstops, 
fur banners and for hammocks, for poul­ 
try yards and for fruit trees and straw ­ 
berry beds. 
Some bird traps aro made 
w ith nets. 
There are steamboat nets, 
which, however, are not knotted, but 
sized.— New York Sun.
